“ Our first approach has been a 
detailed study of every usage of these 
critical items so we can conserve 
energy where ever possible. 
“ Our employes are 
helping by 
coming up with energy saving ideas. 
We will all have to make adjustments 
which will cause discomfort or in­ 
convenience to us on our jobs and at 
home. We feel that reasonable efforts 
to conserve energy will help, but not 
guarantee, the preservation of jobs. 
“ One of the continuing objectives of 
the lamp business division has been to 
develop more efficient lighting sources 
over the years. The flourescent lamps 
made here are four times as efficient 
in usage of electrical energy as in­ 


candescent lamps. It may surprise you 
that it is estimated the total electrical 
energy for lighting is only four per 
cent. The new G E Lucalox lamp is so 
efficient that they are saving our 
country $15 million a year. In terms of 
energy saved, this is one billion 
kilowatt hours annually, enough to 
light the city of Columbus for a year. 
“ In summary, I don’t know fully 
what the energy crisis will mean. But I 
do know we will do our part and our 
best to be fair to employes, to supply 
customers needed lamps and to be fair 
to our community.

They are doing so at the request of 
President Nixon, who is seeking au­ 
thority to make such shutdowns 
mandatory.

MADRID, Spain (A P) — Premier 
Luis Carrero Blanco, No 2 man behind 
Gen. Francisco F’ranco, was killed 
today by an explosion that hurled his 
car about 30 feet into the air. There 
was speculation—but no official 
confirm ation—that he had been 
assassinated. 
A high police source said the blast 
was caused by a bomb that exploded in 
the 70-year-old premier’s car as he 
drove to work. The official police 
report on Carrero Blanco’s death did 
not give the cause of the explosion, 
however. 
The premier’s chauffeur and a 
bodyguard also were killed. Two other 
persons in a car behind the premier’s 
were wounded. 
The explosion sent shock waves 
through this nation ruled by F’raneo 
alone since the end of the Spanish civil 
war in 1939.

NEW YORK (A P) 
Crude oil was 
auctioned in Iran the other day for 13 
cents more a gallon than most U.S. 
homeowners pay for heating oil de­ 
livered to their door. 
The Iranian price of $17.40 a barrel 
or 41 cents a gallon 
was a record. 
It’s about four times the current 
average price of crude oil used in the 
United States. 
If the constantly rising crude oil 
prices were now at the Iranian level 
generally, then the price Americans 
pay for gasoline and heating oil would 
be almost double. 
At $17.40 a barrel for crude, heating 
oil would cost homeowners more than 
60 cents a gallon, including the current 
costs of transportation, refining, 
distribution and profits. Heating oil 
now averages 28 cents a 
gallon 
nationwide, up a dime from last year. 
Twenty-four per cent of the nation’s 
homes are heated with oil. 
Regular gasoline would go to about 
72 cents a gallon, compared with the 
41-cent current average retail price, 
up 4 cents since January. 
Because of the world petroleum 
shortage, international oil prices are in 
the throes of the greatest upheaval in 
the industry’s history and no one really 
knows when or at what level prices will 
stabilize. 
The Iranian auction last week was 
what is known as a “ spot sale.” Only 2 
to 3 per cent of the world’s crude oil is 
sold this way. But the price was a sign 
of the times. 
“ These spot prices by themselves do 
not greatly affect cost and selling 
prices, but the disturbing thing is that 
they 
demonstrate

willingness to pay substantially higher 
prices,” said a Wall Street analyst.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — Premier 
Luis Carrero Blanco, No 2 man behind 
Gen. Francisco Franco, was killed 
today by an explosion that hurled his 
car about 30 feet into the air. There 
was speculation—but no official 
confirm ation—that he had been 
assassinated. 
A high police source said the blast 
was caused by a bomb that exploded in 
the 70-year-old premier’s car as he 
drove to work. The official police 
report on Carrero Blanco’s death did 
not give the cause of the explosion, 
however. 
The prem ier’s chauffeur and a 
bodyguard also were killed. Two other 
persons in a car behind the premier’s 
were wounded.

Oil Prices 
Skyrocket 


NEW YORK (AP) — Crude oil was 
auctioned in Iran the other day for 13 
cents more a gallon than most U.S. 
homeowners pay for heating oil de­ 
livered to their door. 
The Iranian price of $17.40 a barrel 
— or 41 cents a gallon — was a record. 
It s about four times the current 
average price of crude oil used in the 
United Slates. 
If the constantly rising crude oil 
prices were now at the Iranian level 
generally, then the price Americans 
pay for gasoline and heating oil would 
tx* almost double. 
At $17.40 a barrel for crude, heating 
oil would cost homeowners more than 
OO cents a gallon, including tile current 
costs of transportation, refining, 
distribution and profits. Heating oil 
now averages 28 cents a 
gallon 
nationwide, up a dime from last year. 
Twenty-four per cent of the nation’s 
homes are heated with oil. 
Regular gasoline would go to about 
72 cents a gallon, compared with the 
41-cent current average retail price, 
up 4 cents since January. 
Because of the world petroleum 
shortage, international oil prices are in 
the throes of the greatest upheaval in 
the industry’s history and no one really 
knows when or at what level prices will 
stabilize. 
The Iranian auction last week was 
what is known as a “spot sale.” Only 2 
to 3 per cent of the world’s crude oil is 
sold this way. But the pric e was a sign 
of the times. 
“These spot prices by themselves do 
not greatly affect cost and selling 
prices, but the disturbing thing is that 
they 
dem onstrate 
the 
m arket’s 
willingness to pay substantially higher 
prices,” said a Wall Street analyst.

Accord ing to the officer, 
Egy p tian sold iers went u p to the 
sold iers ly ing on the grou nd and 
stabbed them with their bay onets, 
killing the wou nd ed among them.

These d ermatologists conclu d ed thai 
nickelp lated earrings, bracelets, and 
necklaces cau sed sev ere allergic 
reactions in 11 p er cent of the p eop le 
who wore them. 
The offend ing ingred ient in costu me 
jew elry is nickel su lfate. Other 
chemicals, too, were fou nd to cau se 
u nu su al skin reaction. Potassiu m 
d ichromate, u su ally u sed in the tan­ 
ning p rocess of leather, cau sed 
irritation of the skin in highly sensitiv e 
p eop le. 
Other chemicals u sed in hair d y es 
and cosmetics may p rod u ce swelling, 
itching and irritation of the skin. 
Peop le can, by trial and error, learn 
if costu me jewelry , or ev en fine 
jewelry , is irritating. Then, of cou rse, 
the jewelry mu st be eliminated . 
Sometimes anti-allergy d ru gs and 
p rotectiv e skin lotions may red u ce the 
sev erity of skin reaction.

Dear Miss M. : 
What might at first seem to be a 
status symbol type of allergy may not 
be entirely true for everyone. Many 
people with highly sensitive skins have 
mild, 
moderate 
and 
even severe 
reactions to real gold and silver 
jewelry. 
A rather interesting study was made 
by a large group of skin specialists. 


These dermatologists concluded thai 
nickelplated earrings, bracelets, and 
necklaces caused severe allerg ic 
reactions in ll per cent of the people 
who wore them. 
The offending ingredient in costume 
jewelry is nickel sulfate. O ther 
chemicals, too, were found to cause 
unusual skin reactio n 
P otassium 
dichromate, usually used in the tan­ 
ning process of leather, caused 
irritation of the skin in highly sensitive 
people. 
Other chemicals used in hair dyes 
and cosmetics may produce swelling, 
itching and irritation of the skin 
People can, by trial and error, learn 
if costume jewelry, or even fine 
jewelry, is irritating. Then, of course, 
the jewelry must be eliminated. 
Sometimes anti-allergy drugs and 
protective skin lotions may reduce the 
severity of skin reaction.

NEW YORK (AP) - There are 
times, such as in the early 1960s, when 
thousands of stock market speculators 
don’t bother much with obtaining 
factual information, as opposed to 
opinion, rumor, advice and the like. 
At certain times, they know, stock 
prices are moved just as much by what 
people think are the facts, or even 
what they want to believe are the facts, 
as they are by the facts themselves. 
But when the market becomes more 
of a challenge, as when prices stop 
rising, an investor’s access to hard 
information, to the facts, may become 
the difference between profit and loss. 
Unfortunately, that’s when many 
investors find out they can’t find the 
facts, or that when they find them they 
can’t understand them, or that when 
they understand 
them they can’t 
always believe them. 
And that’s when confidence and 
stock prices fail together. 
Attempting to correct one problem 
among hundreds, the New York Stock 
Exchange has just produced a white 
paper on techniques to restore con­ 
fidence through improved corporate- 
investor communications. 
One recommendation is that com­ 
panies experim ent by publishing 
market information, such as stock 
trading range, price-earnings ratio, 
dividends and book value, in their 
annual reports. 
If you have ever worked your way 
painfully through an annual report, 
you know you are likely to obtain 
fragments on any activity but stock 
market performance. For that in­ 
formation you see your broker. 
Why this should be is anyone’s guess 
because few things are of greater 
interest to either party. Call it human 
nature. Sort of like the doctor declining 
to talk price because his secretary 
takes care of such matters. 
Sometime in the late spring of 1974 
the exchange directors will attempt to 
sum m arize the reaction to their 
suggestion— which is only that and not 
a requirement for exchange mem­ 
bership. 
It was one of several suggestions, 
among them: 
—Each corporation should have at 
least three public directors on its 
board to obtain the perspective of 
outsiders. 
—listed companies 
should 
mail 
quarterly reports to all stockholders. 


Many companies do not now follow this 
practice. 
—Companies should be careful to 
disclose reasons for m aterial changes 
in year-to-year operations, and discuss 
items such as new contracts, products, 
volume statistics and other data. 
—Corporate audit committees made 
up of the public directors should in­ 
dependently review financial and 
accounting standards and practices. 
This latter suggestion is aimed at 
resolving some of the differences in 
accounting methods that, in effect, 
permit companies to look a lot better 
than they really are and that, m ore­ 
over, make it difficult to compare the 
performance of one company with 
another. 
All suggestions are likely to bo 
considered constructive in that they 
are aimed at co rrectin g serious 
deficiences. But aim ing at the target 
requires only good intention; hitting it 
requires skill.

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G A O Says Nixon Should Have Paid For W ork 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon should have paid personally for 
some of the $1.4 million in work done at 
federal expense at his homes, govern­ 
ment auditors have concluded. 
In a 99-page report to Congress 
issued late Tuesday, the General 
Accounting Office stopped short of 
recommending that Nixon repay the 
federal funds spent on the projects it 
cited. 
But 
the 
watchdog 
agency 
said 
Congress should tighten controls over 
such federal spending and consider 
lim iting the number of private 
residences at which presidents can 
receive permanent security facilities. 
The report was sharply critical of 
the “ casual attitude” it said was 
displayed by federal officials and 
agencies in authorizing work at 
Nixon’s San Clemente, Calif., and Key 
Biscayne, Fla., homes. 
According to the auditors, Nixon 
himself was at times personally in­ 
volved in approving some of the 
projects. They said others were or­ 
dered or approved by White House 
aides, his personal lawyer or architect, 
or his close friend C. G. “ Bebe” 
Rebozo. 
The White House did not make an 
immediate, detailed response to the

referring 
instead to 
previous assertions that the work on 
Nixon’s property was required for 
security or administrative reasons. 
Nixon himself referred on Dec. 8 to 
the federal spending in an extensive 
report on his personal finances. He 
described as “ grossly inaccurate” 
what he termed the widespread belief 
“ that the government improvements 
(at the homes) have vastly enriched 
me personally.” 
He contended that only $68,000 was 
spent on his San Clemente home itself 
and $635,000 on the surrounding 
grounds. 
The GAO report, while not breaking 
down figures in that fashion, did come 
up with a spending total closely 
coinciding with that reported several 
months ago by the General Services 
Administration. 
The comprehensive audit reported 
that $886,900 spent for such major 
security projects as walls and fences, 
lighting and alarm systems, command 
posts and bullet-proof glass at the two 
residences “ do not provide significant 
benefits to the President apart from 
protection.” 
But it ticked off other, smaller 
projects and suggested Nixon should 
have paid for them personally because 
they offered “ nonprotective benefits” 
to him.

M iddle East Talks 
To O pen Friday; 
See M aneuvering

With the way clear for the Arab- 
Israeh peace conference to open in 
Geneva Friday, attention now shifts to 
how quickly Israel and Egypt can get 
down to substantive negotiations. 
The Egyptian government an­ 
nounced that despite Syria’s decision 
to boycott the parley, it would attend. 
Cairo said it hoped Syria, which made 
its announcement Tuesday, 
would 
reconsider and join in the conference if 
progress was made toward a set­ 
tlement with Israel. 
A member of the Israeli cabinet. 
Transport Minister Shimon Peres, said 
Syria’s absence would not prevent 
Israel 
from

decisions and settlements with Egypt 
and Jordan.”

The United Nations announced that 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
would be joint chairmen of the confer­ 
ence and that U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim would preside at the 
opening. Israel said Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban would head its delegation. 
The Syrian boycott evidently did not 
come as a complete surprise to U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger, 
who was in Spain discussing American 
military bases there with Spanish 
leaders. Syrian President Hafez Assad 
told Kissinger last weekend that his 
government might not send a delega­ 
tion. 


Syria said it would not attend the 
conference because of moves it 
believed were designed to help Israel. 
No elaboration was given. 
However, a CBS network cor­ 
respondent in Washington quoted 
sources as saying there were “ strong 
indications” the Syrians had killed 
some Israeli war prisoners and that 
was the reason they would not attend 
the peace conference. The State 
Department declined comment. 
The Syrian dropout probably came 
as a relief to Israel. It now can put off a 
decision about withdrawal from the 
Syrian territories seized in the wars in 
15H17 and last October while dealing 
with Egypt about a disengagement of 
armies on the Suez front. 
U.S. officials say Israel and Egypt 
will take up the disengagement 
question next month after the Israeli 
general election Dec. 31. These of­ 
ficials say this point may be settled 
quickly, but talks on an over-all set­ 
tlement may last longer than the five 
years it took to negotiate the Vietnam 
peace agreement. They add, however, 
that only a month ago Israel and Egypt 
were “ light years apart.”

IjOS AN G ELES (AP) - Bobby 
Darin, whose all-time hit “ Mack the 
Knife” sold two million copies and shot 
him to the top of the rock n’ roll era of 
a decade ago, died today at 37. He had 
undergone open heart surgery Wed­ 
nesday. 


Spokesman David Gershenson said 
Darin died about 12:15 a.m. PST in the 
intensive care ward of Cedars of 
Iebanon Hospital, where he had un­ 
dergone the six-hour operation. 


Darin had a history of heart trouble 
dating back to his boyhood days in the 
Bronx section of New York City when 
he suffered from rheumatic fever. 
Darin, who only recently had 
recovered from a popularity slide 
which cost him billings in I «as Vegas 
and television appearances, had been 
admitted to the hospital eight days 
ago. An examination showed that one 
of two artificial valves inserted in his 
heart in 1971 was not functioning 
properly, 
Gershenson 
said, 
necessitating Wednesday’s surgery. 
The brash, ambitious Darin once 
vowed publicly that he would become a 
legend before he was 25. And he almost 
made it. 
By the age of 24, he was playing the 
country’s top night spots, had signed $2 
million worth of movie contracts and 
had married his leading lady, Sandra 
Dee. 
D arin’s aggressiveness stemmed 
from his early years of struggle in the 
Bronx section of New York. He was 
bom Walden Robert Cassotto on May 
14, 1936, and he grew up a skinny, 
sickly kid in a tough neighborhood. His 
father, whom he described as a small­ 
time gangster, died before he was 
born. His mother lived on welfare. 


He learned to play the drums and 
was further toughened by appearing in 
the rugged show business schooling of 
summer camps in the Catskills. Bitter 
and disillusioned, he sought escape 
from the drab city life by writing 
songs.
